Title of the Invention 

N-ACETYL ALDOSAMINES AND RELATED N-ACETYL COMPOUNDS, 

AND THEIR TOPICAL USE 

Field of the Invention 

This application relates to topical compositions containing N-acetyl- 
aldos amines, N-acetylamino acids, and related N-acetyl compounds, and their use in 
alleviating or improving various cosmetic conditions and dermatological disorders 
including signs of aging, changes or damage to skin, nail and hair associated with 
intrinsic aging and/or extrinsic aging, as well as changes or damage caused by 
extrinsic factors such as sunlight, radiation, air pollution, wind, cold, heat, 
dampness, chemicals, smoke, and cigarette smoking; and for certain skin disorders 
associated with or due to itching and/or inflammation. 

Brief Description of the Prior Art 

In our U.S. Pat. No. 5,091,171 we described and claimed preventive as well 
as therapeutic treatment to alleviate cosmetic conditions and symptoms of 
dermatologic disorders with amphoteric compositions containing alpha 
hydroxyacids, alpha ketoacids, polymeric forms of hydroxyacids, and related 
compounds or. In our U.S. Pat. No. 5,547,988, and related patents, we described 
the use of topical compositions comprising a 2-hydroxycarboxylic acid or related 
compound to alleviate or improve signs of skin, nail and hair changes associated 
with intrinsic or extrinsic aging. In our U.S. Pat. No. 5,385,938, and related 
patents, we described preventive and therapeutic treatment to alleviate cosmetic 
conditions and symptoms of dermatologic disorders with amphoteric compositions
